Ed Jung Fighting New Battle 


To Keep Motorized Rickshaws 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN FRANCISCO - The rick- 
shaw，banned in China in 1949 as 
cruel and exploitative，had certain 
advantages despite its inhumanity. 
Atraveller once wrote: “The view is 
good; conversation between riders is 
easy; the puller may be instructed 
to hurry，dawdle or make impromptu 
Stops at a riders will Fine clothes 
will not be crushed or dirtied." 

In 19062，a local tour guide named 
EPEd Jung bad a fash of inspiration: 
Why not operate a feet of motor- 
lized rickshaws that would enable 
tourists to experience the Sights and 
smells of Chinatown at the ground 
level, to dart through the alleys and 
get an intimate，Ppersonalized look 
at the historic neighborhood? 

Jung，a Chinese American from 
Indianapolis，finally attained the 
necesSary permits after two years of 
hearings. Since 1964，he has trans- 
ported dozens of movie stars，politi- 
cians，beauty queens and other 
celebrities in his motorcyle-driven 
Tickshaws. Appearing frequently in 
the media，he has won the praise of 
local civic leaders for his quest to 
make bis vehbicles as much a_ symbol 
of San Francisco as the cable car. 


HEARING 


But on April 23，Jung's dreams 
may come to an end when the SF 
Police Commission holds a hearing 
to consider Tevoking his permit and 
shutting him down for good. 

ve _ never had my permit 
Ievoked，said Jung during a recent 
Visit to the East[Vest office. “There 
were times when I wasnt in busi- 
ness，Such as when they changed 
the definition of a rickshaw around 
1915-76, So for most of two years I 
didnt operate， Then in 1985 the 
'State passed new lnsurance laws and 
raised the rates for Sightseeing 
buses to a premium of $1,000 a 
month per vehbicle. 

“For Some reason，they've always 
classified me as a Sightseeing bus， 
whbich is incredible. That was the 
Only year 工 didn't operate at all." 

Restricted to operating in the 
eight blocks of the core of China- 
town，and thus cut off from the 
tourist business of the hotels，he 
has Dever Imade 3a profit. The 
30-year-old bachelor -- who looks a 
decade younger -- now Supports his 
Tickshaw business by working as a 
Substitute teacher in the Oakland 
public schools. 

The latest _ attempt to stop him 
stems 位 om the action of entrepre- 
neur Yossedek Desta，who wants to 
start his Own fleet of three-wheeled 
“AutoRikshas.” 


FILED A COMPLAINT 
Desta tried unsuccessfully to take 


over out Jung's business by leasing 
his permits. When the ofter was 
refused，he went through Jung's 
records in the Police Department 
and Uncovered Some Iminor infrac- 
tions.。 He filed a complaint against 
Jung for failure to Submit way bills 

(documents that Show where passen- 
geErIS are picked up and let out)，for 
lateness in filing insurance and 

registration forms，and for not 

submittineg route maps. 

了 工 didnt know 工 was Supposed to 
Iake Specific routes,” said Jung. 
Tve been trying to expand my area 
for years. Now they tell me Tve 
been allowed to operate outside of 
Chinatown Since 1977.， But in 1981 
they gave me a ticket for being in 
Fisherman's Wharf. 

“TIhis is the only vehicle that has 
this kind of restriction'”said Jung. 
"The reason they did this to me is 
because the taxicab companies ip 
1902 were afraid of it， They tried 
to kill me because they thought this 
thing would become a booming 
business. Thats why there are 
Testrictions on them all over _ the 
country.， JTJhis is the only one of 
its kind in the US." 

Why does he continue to fight? 

“TIhis has controlled my life,”he 
Said in his intense manner. "TDve 
invested too much to quit now. . . 
I know lm giving something to 
People that theyll never get any- 
where else. Chinatown isnt just 
Grant Avenue Its all through the 
alleys，with the schools，churches， 
fish markets，the newspaper that 
Sun Yat-sen started，the fortune 
cookie factory， the _ historical 
Society，the Kong Chow Temple and 
SO many other things you can't see 
from a tourist bus." 


AMAZEMENT 


Before mounting his Honda 
motorcycle to give 3a demonstration 
ride through Chinatown， Jung 
donned a Chinese hat and sequined 
coat.， His Somber mood gave way 
to a big Smile as tourists and local 
Chinese residents stared in delighted 
amazement at the rickshaw. 

The cart in the back has just 
barely room for two passengers. 
Jung owns Six of them; three were 
made in Hong Kong，and three in 
the US. 开 he survives the hearing， 
he expects to have all six opera- 
tional by June. 

In the past few months alone， 
Jung has Teceived strong letters of

"The Proportion of 
whites in the area has plummeted 
from 78 percent in 1970 to 356 Per- 
cent in 1980 to an estimated 36 
percent of the regions 327,000 
residents today. 

"Over that Same period，the Asian 
population has grown from two Per- 
cent to .13 percent to an estimated 
27 percent，the study of school 
enrollment and vital statistics Shows. 
The region's Latino population 
--Which experienced an increase of 
ten percentage Points between 1970 
and 1980 -- has now stabilized to 
about 28 percent as Latinos are also 
moving" to communities to the east. 

The article calls Monterey Park 
"the first Suburban Chinatown in 
America,” with the 40 percent Asian 
population the highest of any city 
in the country.

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New Immigration Law May Reshuffle Work Force 1 


ByKEVIN J.KELLEY 
NEW YORK - Already the frst shock 


waves of the new immigration bill are hit- 
ting home. By the time the law is at full 
Strength it may reshuffle the work force， 
hurting millions of people and the nations 
economy in the process. 

So Say some advocacy groups and re- 
searchers who have been _ measuring the 
pulse of Americas immigrant community 
since the statute was signed at the end of 
last year 

New penalties for employers who hire 
applicants without proper documentation 
could well result in systematic discrimina- 
tion against Hispanic Americans and other 
minorities，civil rights organizations con- 
tend，EFearful of possible sanctions，some 
employers have apparently already begun 
to dismiss“foreign looking”workers whom 
they could in fact lawfully retain . 

The revised procedure allows previ- 
ously hired undocumented immigrants to 
continue their jobs without penajlty to the 
businesses that employ them， But Peggy 
Walsh，a Catholic nun who serves as pro- 
gram director of a large immigrant services 
project in Brooklyn，NY, reports that some 
of her clients have been frred in recent 
weeks by companies that have been deduct- 
ing payroll taxes for those workers.“Ifthat 
becomes widespread practice”\Walsh states， 
“there may be an increase in homeless- 
ness and crimiinal activities among those 
affected2 

Walsh and other immmigration special- 
ists also predict that many may notbe able 
to prove that they qualify for the ammesty 
program included in the new law. Any un- 
authorized immigrant residing in the United 
States Since the end of 1981l is eligible. 

\Walsh,，however cites the case of one 


client who has worked in New York since 
1980“off the books”This woman's em- 
ployer is "scared of what may happen to him 
because he hasm't been taking out taxes for 
her and he wom't help verify that she has 
been living here for seven years”the nun 
explains.“Its going to be very hard for 
her 一 and，I would think，for thousands 
like her 一 to meet the proofs required for 
the amnesty，In general，the poorer the 
immigrants，the more likely it is theyve 
been living underground，without any 
papers in their names2” 

Various studies meanwhile show that 
undocumented workers in _ urban centers 
outside the Southwest tend to be employed 
in unskilled manufacturing positions. Here， 
the new law could result in an improve- 
ment in average wages and working condi- 
tions at large companies likely to comply 
with the new law, suggests Demetrios Papa- 
demetriou，director of Population Associ- 
ates International, aVVashington, DC-based 
consulting furm. 

At the same time，however，some 
smaller manufacturers may continue to em- 
ploy immigrants unlawfully. Papademetriou 
sketches one possible scenario “Bosses who 
add up pluses and minuses and decide to 
run the risks of violating the law could say 
to illegals: “Look，Lm taking a big chance 
on you，so youre going to have to wotk 
long hours at low pay and not complain 
abauit 

Restaurant employment patterns may 
likewise be altered in the coming years. A 
1985 survey by Papademetriou and ftellow 
researcher Nicholas DeMarzo found that 
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the frst job acquired by undocumented 
aliens in the NewYork area is likely to be in 
a restaurant Or Some other service estab- 
lishment. 

Should the new law be strictly en- 
forced, thus causing a drastic decline in the 
immigrant labor supply，average restaurant 
wage levels could increase，according to 
Thomas Bailey, a Columbia University ex- 
perton immigrantemployment. Both Bailey 
and Papademetriou add, howeverm that the 
opposite trend may occur in certain ethnic 
restaurants that continue to employ workers 
illegally. 

- Tight enforcement could drive some 
of the more expensive ethnic eateries out of 
business entirely，Bailey notes. That would 
in turn，he argues，lead to further Pro- 
liferation of fast-food outlets，which often 
employ black teenagers rather than recent 
immigrants. Such a development could help 
lessen the high unemployment rate among 
young non-whites，who are“the one group 
that may have sufftered displacement as a 
result of the immigration surge”Papade- 
metriou adds. 

The seeming impossibility of foretell- 
ing the precise social and economic impact 
of the new law stems from doubts about the 
degree to which it will be enforced. Most 
Private experts in fact express skepticism 
over INSs ability to“get tough”and thus 
trigger signifcant changes in American 
SOCiety-.

Tsai cites the many pioneering con- 
tributions made by the early Chinese in 
such endeavors as mining，railroads，cigar 
manufacturing, agriculture, and fshing.

This shameful story ofhumiliation and 
deprivation of human rights needs to be 
remembered so as to forestall the prospects 
of its recutrrence. 


BOOK'S SHORTCOMINGS 

Having praised Tsai for his contribu- 
tions， want to _ turn next to _ a_critical 
analysis of the book's shortcomings. I do 
this in the spirit of good，clean，vigorous 
dialogue with no malice intended. 

1. The author buys_ uncritically the 
CBS-60 Minutes stereotype of the Chinese 
as the“model minority.”He fails to explore 
the negative nuances of this image: the 
potential for resentment，scapegoating and 
violence against the Chinesei the rationale 
for setting tacit quotas for admission to 
universities;j the grounds for eliminating 
bilingual education funds; an anti-immi- 
grant climate;j an imposed ceiling-level 
making it diftcult to break through to top 
management positions, Finally， the model 
minotity tag sets up invidious comparisons 
among various Asian and other racial 
groups 一 a deceitful ploy used by majority 
society's power brokers to divide and 
conquer. 
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2. Although he recognizes the divers- 
ity of the Chinese populace in the US, the 
author is simplistic in positing three sub- 
groups: the early“sojourners”"“American- 
born_ citizens” and “student-immigrants2 
This latter group of newcomers， unlike the 
Cantonese, came from the upper-ctass soci- 
ety in China. Tsai audaciously opines that 
this is the group which has “drastically 
changed the American perception of the 
Chinese to be “Smart，quick，industrious， 
reliable, and ef8cient2”He infers that the 
American-born Chinese are the dumb- 
dumb sons and daughters of the coolie 
rift-raff，BULL ...! This sort of analysis 
shows how little the author knows about 
the American-born Chinese unto the ftfth 
generation. In truth，the Mandarin class 
China-born are not that good, and the rest 
of us，having paid our dues，are not that 
bad. 

3. Oddly enough, the authors discus- 
sion of activist community organizations in 
San Francisco mentions only the Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance and the Chi- 
nese American Democratic Club. Ignored 
are such leading civil rights groups as Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Action and other or- 
ganizations profled weekly in EastWest 

4，Despite meticulous research，a 
critic can't overlook the outdated nature of 
various statistical data. Census data of 1980 
is used，but few extrapolations are offered. 
Chinese immigration data is from 1974. A 
discussion of garment workers cites data 
from a 1970 study. Data on women is drawn 
from 1970 and 1973 studies. A discussion of 
Chinese churches is based on a 1955 Na- 
tional Council of Churches study. A refer- 
ence to Hawaii Chinese churches notes “an 
average membership of nearly 600 and an 
average budget of more than $10,000 ”一 
both fgures I fnd puzzling，ift not prepos- 
terous. Obsolete data in discussing contem- 
porary affairs points to reliance on secon- 


dary 站 and insu 任 cient Primary 
analysis. 

5. Finally，the books back cover and 
advance publicity material promised to an- 
Swer the question,“Have Chinese been 
assimilated into American culture?”Ifound 
little or no clarifcation of this issue，not 
even a conceptual delineation of the meam- 
ing of assimilation in a pluralistic nation of 
nations. Without deftmition the term assimi- 
lation is used ratherloosely. Here and there， 
allusions are made to the“melting pot” 
metaphor 一 a_notion I believe to have 
been obsojlete for three decades.

SAN 上 RANCISCO - Peter Jen- 
nings，anchor for the ABC evening 
news，challenged Asians to "break 
down the doors of bias" by dedicat- 
ing their lives to the news Profes- 
Sion in his keynote Speech at the 
Asian American Journalists Associa- 
tions fundraising dinner April 8. 

The sellout event raised thousands 
of dollars in scholarship funds for 
aspiring Asian American journalists. 

Emcee Wendy ITokuda，Ppresident 
of the SF branch of AAJA，called 
on ITV producer Lupita 天 ashiwa- 
hara to introduce Jennings. 天 ashi- 
wahara is the sister-in-law and 
former campaign manager for Phil- 
ippine President Corazon Aquino. 

了 工 first met Peter Jennings in 
Manila in 1974,”she recalled. “My 
brother Ninoy Adquino was languish- 
ing in prison. It was the second 
year of martial law and we were 
trying to tell the world was what 
happening. When Peter arrived iD 
Manila，I gave him an earful. . . . 
In 1983，he covered Ninoy's return 
home. TIhe assassination was Seen 
around the world. 

Her busband，ABC broadcaster 
上 en 玫 ashiwara，is a longtime. 
friend and colleague of Jennings. 
It was he who persuaded Jennin8gs 
to come toO SF for the event: 

Jennings drew laughter with his 
opening remark. "Henry Kissinger 
was 下 en's first choice [as keynote 
speaker]， he Said. “Unfortunately 
he was out walking and was hbit by 
3a Speedboat.… 

But he quickly honed in on seri- 
ous issues，Ssuch as、 the paucity of 
Asian American broadcasters on 
network news. IThe only two in the 
nation，he said，are Ken Kashiwa- 
hara and Connie Chung. He 
pointed out that "networks have no 
hesitation to have Asians 1look 
through the lenses”"” as cameramen， 
"but they don't want them to look 
through the camera” as broadcast 
journalists. 

"As Asian Americans，I think you 
have a double burden,”he conti- 
nued. “First，you must be as 
aggressive as you can be in break- 
ing down the doors of bias， -.

Jennings told the audience he 
wished to "set the record Straight | 
about 3a remark he was reported to 
have made at Hiroshima in 198$， 
on the 40th anniversary of the 
atomic blast.

"[ never Said the Japanese were 
happy we dropped the bomb,"” he 
stated， "TI did say that Some Japa- 
nese we met were grateful to the 
Americans who dropped the bomb 
[because] although inhuman，it had 
set Japan firmly on the road to 
democracy， 

He challenged the group to 
recognize their responsibility to 
change the media image of Asians 
and Asian Americans. 

When he left the podium，Tokuda 
asked him for one last favor -- to 
donate his tie to the Silent auction. 
Jennings gleefully complied. 

Special recognition at the dinner 
went to Lupita Kashiwahara for 
Singlehandedly selling 46 tables at 
$500 each，and Pacific Telesis，the 
Parent company for Pacific Bell， 
for donating $1S,000 to the AAJA 
scholarship fund.

Fang says that the majority of cases are 
discovered indirectly，through conversa- 
tions with theelders when they come tothe 
lenter for other services，Ssuch as social 
TSecurity assistance. “We'll be talking to

| they have a problem2? 
同 Most of theeases'involve'a conflict 
between the elderand a daughter or son-in- 
ULaw. Says Fang,“Ifthe elder moves in with 
his married son，usually the wife will want

lftnd other housing for them. But providing 
decent livingquarters is difftcult, since most 
Rant to live in the Chinatown area.“Sen- 
Lior housing there is very limited”says Fang.

tural Revolution, youngsters were taught to 
go _ against their parents，to believe that 
their parents' beliefs were out of date”The 
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disrespect that was promoted and encour- 
aged by the revolutionary movement is 
continued in the US, she theorizes. 

And once the children come to the 
United Sates，they adopt even more nega- 
tive_ attitudes，this time from a Western 
culture: “At least in China，you have to 
take care of your parents，even it you are 
poor. But here all seniors have social secur- 
ity, and so their children don't want to take 
care of them anymore，thinking govern- 
ment has the_ responsibility. They don't 
realize that old people need more than 
material support 一 they need spiritual care.” 

Self-Help is providing some of that 
lost care. Through the multi-agency Con- 
Sortium for Elder Abuse Prevention at 
Mount Zion Hospital，it promotes public 
awareness of elder abuse by distributing 
posters in Chinese and English in China- 
town，urging victims to call for help and

information . 

Self-Help also offers personal counsel- 
ing for abuse victims，but _ according to 
Fang，convincing them to discuss their ex- 
Periences is extremely difthcult. “hen 工 
asked one lady about herproblems with her 
daughtern she just said，'Tts okay now. Shes 
8good to me now.” Elders will endure a lot 
before saying anything2” 

Perhaps the most effective form of 
Support for abused senior citizens is the 
Presentations by the Self-Help staff，By 
performing short skits in which they re- 
enact Occurrences of mistreatment by 
daughters or sons-in-law，they hope to 
bridge the communciation gap between the 
elders and the counseling sta 任 Says Fang， 
“After seeing the play, they still won't talk 
about themselves，but its a frrst step be- 
cause they feel better knowing that we 
sympathize with them2”

nese Beverly Hills.” Taiwan cur- 
Iency laws were not effective in 
halting the transfer of large 
amounts of money from Taipei to 
Monterey Park. 

The land boom fueled by Chinese 
jnvestors Imade commercial land 
Prices move up from $5 a square 
foot in the early 1970s to a peak 
of $4S$ a square foot in the early 
1980s. 

Hsieh purchased $10 million to 
$1S million worth of real estate and 
commercial property in Monterey 
Park，opened the first of 12 Chi- 
nese-Owned banks in the city and 
bought the old Monterey Theatre 
and converted it to a Chinese- 
language movie house. 


VIETNAMESE 


The article points out that ethnic 
Chinese Tefugees from Vietnam 
have clustered in the westerna 9an 
Garbriel Valley over the 1last nine 
years，while _ ethnic Vietnamese have 
concentrated in Orange County. 
Resettlement officials Say 30,000 
Chinese Vietnamese ITefugees live 
in a 45$-square mile area of western 
San Gabriel Valley，while about 
65,000 Vietnamese refugees live 
all of Orange County. 

The article details the _ cultural 
shock the Asian influx has dealt 
businesses. One hot. dog stand owner 
described how a Chinese family 
ordered a hot dog，?"stared at it， 
talked to _ each other in Chinese and 
then began tearing it up into three 
pieces. I knew then that I couldnt 
make a living selling one hot dog 
to an entire family” 

The man tried to market teriyaki 
burgers with portions of the menu 
translated into Chinese，but Struck 
out again. The Chinese characters 


angered his white and Latino cus- 
tomers， Finally he sold the business. 

One car dealer in Alhambra said 
Chinese account for 40 percent of 
his sales. “IThey're great customers. 
The only thing Lve had to get used 
to is that some of them are very 
Superstitious,”the dealer told the 
Tizmes。 "Taiwanese， for instance， 
don't like the model 420 because 
the number four means death in 
their culture， The 3S60 is a hot 
seller because Six means prOosperity.” 

But the changes in Monterey Park 
has angered many white residents 
Who resent the newcomers，Last 
July，several hundred immigrants 
from Taiwan demonstrated against 
what they considered the rise in 
Tacism in Monterey Park. 


RACISM 


One Chinese American business- 
man，Allen Co, told the Tesy "PPve 
Seen Chinese demonstrate in New 
York against the building of a 
federal prison in Chinatown and 
Tve seen Chinese Protest rent 
increases in San Francisco. But this 
was different， This was aroused by 
feelings of racism.” The articles 
Point out that a moratorium on 
condo and apartment construction 
imposed until October 1987 by the 
Monterey Park Council last year 
after Lily Lee Chen and and two 
PIo-growth council members were 
defeated in a council election，has 
only made Asian developers Seek 
projects in nearby Alhambra. 

Were seeing a lot of cash coming 
in” an Alhambra planner told the 
7imies.。 " 工 would say easily 80 
percent of the projects are 
by Asians. When 工 work here in 
1981，the city was contemplating 
redevelopment.， That's largely been 
done for us by the Asians." 

But with the exception of Monte- 
Tey Park，where 20 percent of the 
city Staff is Asian，the western San 
Gabriel Valley does not have a 
Iepresentative number of Asian city 
WwWoOIkers， In the other Six cities in 


the area，only three Percent or 33 
employees are Asian，while the 
Asian population is 20 to 25S per- 
cent. 

But Hsieh still predicts that the 
influence in Monterey Park and the 
other cities in San Gabriel Valley 
can Only increase. 

"In the next 13 years，you will 
probably see _ high-rises here。 Monte- 
Tey Park will become a commercial 
and banking hub for the even big- 
ger Chinese community that resides 
in San Marino，Arcadia，9South Pasa- 
dina and througout the San Gabriel 
Valley. This is only the beginning. 
This whole region will become a 
Imecca for Chinese by the year 
2000,” HSsieh told the Tes.
